Comprehensive Community Services (CCS)

sumers who have needs for ongoing, high or low-
intensity services resulting from mental health or 
substance abuse use disorders but who are not in 
need of Community Support Program (CSP) 

 
Counseling services are available to all  

Juneau County residents. A sliding fee scale may-
be available to those without insurance  

coverage.

Badger Care Plus 

 A Medicaid program to provide health care cov-
erage for uninsured and  

   low-income families. 
 

Food Share (formerly Food Stamps) 

 Assistance for individuals and  
   families in purchasing food 
 

Elderly, Blind, or Disabled Medicaid 

 Health care for individuals 65+, blind, or disa-
bled  

 
WI Shares - Child Care Subsidy Program 

 Helps families pay for child care.  If the parent 
is eligible, child care can be subsidized for chil-
dren under the age of 13 (up to 19 if special

 Provide regular psychiatric  
   appointments with a CSP  
   psychiatrist 

 Coordinate with community
